Industrial applicability (IA) claims 1- 



(Claims 1,2, 4 and 5) 

The subject matters of claims 1, 2, 4 and 5 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view 
of document 1 (JP, 35-13242, Bl (Montecatini Societa General pel Landustoria Mineralia et 
Chirnica), 13 April, 1960 (13.04.60), claims). 

A person skilled in the art could have easily applied a process for producing an isotactic 
potybutadiene described in document 1 to the polymerization of a polyisoprene which is the same 
conjugated diene so as to obtain an isotactic polyisoprene. 

(Claims 3 and 6-8) 

The subject matters of claims 3 and 6-8 appear to be novel, to involve an inventive step, and 
to be industrially applicable. 

None of the documents cited in the ISR describes or suggests obtaining (1) an isotactic 
polyisoprene having 99 % or higher isotacticity, and (2) an isotactic polyisoprene by polymerizing an 
isoprene in the presence of a polymerization catalyst comprising a complex represented by the 
general formula (A). 
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
